Containment Protocols: RPC-986 is to be secured in a 12mx12mx12m containment cell in 
the Humanoid Containment wing at site-JJJ. RPC-986 is to be given 5 pints of animal blood 
for consumption on a daily basis. Under no circumstances is any personnel to enter 

RPC-986’s containment cell without proper authorization from a level 3 researcher or higher. 


Personnel assigned to guard RPC-986 containment cell are to be equipped with X-12 
Shotgun Tasers with 500v electrical cartridges. (See incident 986-1). Should RPC-986 
become hostile and breach containment personnel are to shot on the stomach region (Being 
the one most susceptible to damage) of RPC-986. Once RPC-986 has been incapacitated or 
otherwise returned to docile state, it is to be immediately recontained. 


Description: RPC-986 is a genetic hybrid of a female human, and a Saturnia pavoniat1.

RPC-986 shares the same base physiology as a normal human, measuring 1.90m in height, 
having short white hair and a level understanding of the English language, in contrast 
RPC-986 also possess a pair of fully grown moth wings located on the front side of its head, 
having a wingspan of 1.8 meters and being capable of low flight. RPC-986's has also show 
to be different from the human one, being more thick and dark. Studies have yet to identify 
said blood to belong to any known animal

plates, and harder skin enables RPC-986 to be more resilient to harm. 


RPC-986 has two states or “personalities.” The first stage RPC-986 goes through is its 
docile stage. RPC-986 is shy during this stage and willing to cooperate with Authority 
researchers and staff. RPC-986 will often try and make conversation with staff members 
when any are present. This is RPC-986’s primary stage. 


The next stage RPC-986 goes through is its aggressive stage. In this stage RPC-986 will 
attack anything in sight. RPC-986 attacks its victims by forcing its hands inside of the victim 
and ripping out their vital organs. It will also attempt to suck the blood out of the victim by 
puncturing their veins and drinking the blood inside. This stage can occur at random and 
there seems to be no pattern or trigger as to why RPC-986 goes into this stage. When this 
stage is over RPC-986 has no recollection of what it did. 


Currently RPC-986 has been granted to receive counseling from on site counselors, and 
undergo a full phycological evaluation.

+Discovery Log 


RPC-986 was initially found on a warehouse in Western Chicago after an anonymous 
whistleblower from Kabushiki Kawaii told Authority personnel in the area about a project they 
had abandoned. The whistleblower also noted the bipolar stages and his known psychology 
RPC-986. MST Lima-19 was immediately deployed to the warehouse. When MST-Lima-19 
secured the area they entered and discovered RPC-986 curled in fetal position at the center 
of the warehouse, and 3 deceased bodies in the North-West corner of the warehouse. 
RPC-986 was cooperative with MST and was escorted to site-J for containment.

+Incident 986 


On the night of //2019 RPC-986 entered its aggressive stage and broke out of its 
containment. RPC-986 then went on to kill 1 Researcher and wound 12 on site staff 
members. guards attempted to injure RPC-986 using gun fire but with no affect. During 
RPC-986's attempt to kill MST Officer Johnathon |, Johnathon pulled out his 
taser mistaking it for his standard sidearm and shocked RPC-986 in the stomach region, 
incapacitating it. After RPC-986 was brought back to containment and informed about its 
actions it agreed to have testing done to see how electricity effected it. After testing it was 
concluded that electric shocks to the stomach region of RPC-986 will incapacitate RPC-986.
